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Explanation of 
the Holy Rosary 


HE Rosary consists of the most 

holy and august prayers which 
have ever been uttered by the lips 
of man. It begins with the Apos- 
tles’ Creed, composed by the Apos- 
tles before they separated to evan- 
gelize the world and whilst under 
the inspiring action of the Holy 
Spirit. 

It next continues with the Lord’s 
Prayer, taught by our Divine Lord 
when His disciples asked: “Domine, 
doce nos orare”’—‘Lord, teach us 
how to pray.” This is followed by 
the “Hail Mary,” which is the Sal- 
utation brought by the angel Gab- 
riel to the Blessed Virgin, declar- 
ing that she would become the 
Mother of God, together with the 
benedictions her cousin, St. Eliza- 
beth, showered on her on the occa- 
sion of her loving visit, and the 
supplication of the Church for her 
intercession for us with God, dur- 
ing hfe and at the hour of death. 
Then comes the Doxology, an ador- 
ing act of praise to the Father, 
and the Son, and the Holy Ghost. 

An Act of Faith. 


The Apostles’ Creed is an act of 
faith, containing in its twelve arti- 
cles the principal mysteries of our 
religion. It recalls all that God 
has done for mankind; it tells us 
of our Savior’s birth, life, death, 
resurrection and ascension; it 
Speaks to us, in fine, of the Holy 
Spirit, and His mission in the 
Church. In the Rosary, these dif- 
ferent mysteries are brought to our 
notice, so that we may become 
familiar with the history of our 
Lord. Fifteen different pictures of 
His life are placed before us, and 
we are requested to reflect upon 
them and thus bring our hearts 
nearer to the Sacred Heart of 
Jesus. They are divided into three 
classes; those which commemorate 
H.s joys; those which show us His 
sorrows, and those which mani- 
fest His glories. Now, as in all 
these things, His holy mother par- 
ticipated by her presence, by her 
joy, her sorrow, and her rapture; 
so in her Rosary, the children of 
the Church love to join with her 
in meditating upon them, and in 
this way offer to her mother’s heart 
the sweetest possible bouquet. 


Consists in Meditation 


The Rosary consists in the medi- 
tation upon these different pictures, 
and in the proper recitation of the 
prayers. These are recited as fol- 
lows: First, we make the sign of 
the Cross to strengthen ourselves 
against the attacks of the powers 
of darkness, to obtain the help of 
the Blessed Trinity, and to awaken 
‘in our hearts the memory of the 
Passion of our Lord and Savior 
Jesus Christ. We then recite the 
Apostles’ Creed as an act of faith, 
following the doctrine of St. Paul 
who tells us that we should “ap- 
proach God believing,” and that to 
obtain what we ask, we must “ask 
with faith.” After that we may 
say one “Our Father,” and three 
“Hail Marys,” in honor of the rela- 
tions existing between the Blessed 
Virgin and the three persons of the 
Holy Trinity; the Father, for she 
is His well-beloved daughter; the 
Son, for she is His Mother; the

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THE RUSSIAN PERIL 
EIGHTY YEARS AGO 


The Church, the Defender 


of Civilization in Europe 


(Editorial 


in Catholic Paper October 8, 1853) 


O one who has studied pro- 

foundly the origin and progress 
of the civilization in which Europe 
now glories, can doubt that it must 
be defended by the Catholic Relig- 
ion, and by the See of Rome, and 
preserved from the dangers that 
at present assail it. On the one 
hand, it is threatened by the Em- 
peror of Russia; on the other, by 
those hordes of miscreants, pant- 
ing for murder and robbery and 
demoralization, known as Red or 
Socialist Republicans. If Russia 
gains the day, civilization will be 
ground to the earth, under a des- 
potism that knows no end beyond 
the aggrandizement of the despot. 


If Red Republicanism triumphs, 
barbarism—the uncertainty of life 
and property, the dominion of 
brute force—is already established. 


What power is to be the bulwark 
of civilization against this double 
class of foes? 

We answer—THE POPE OF 
ROME, The Popes have originated 
European civilization. They have 
fostered it into vigorous existence; 
they have defended it against the 
assaults of Islamism and Protes- 
tantism, and they have now to 
defend it against Russian Czarism 
and Red Republicanism, or it per- 
ishes. 

Source of Strength 

The tottering dynasties of Eur- 
ope cannot defend it. They have 
studiedly separated themselves 
from the source of their strength, 
the centre of Catholic unity, so 
long that they are beginning to 
reap, in the rebellion of people 
over whom they have no moral 
sway, the retribution of their folly 


to the Rock of, Qentinued on page 7 


Peter. But that Rock they cannot 
approach without humiliating re- 
tractation of wrongs committed, 
which they have, no longer, power 
to redress,—and so the Rock is 
falling on them, and “grinding 
them to powder.” 

England, laden with the crimes 
of centuries, now quails before the 
Barbarian of the North, and 
truckles and demagoguizes before 
the Barbarian that is corroding the 
vitals of civilization in the South, 
and thus goes tottering to her fall. 
France has sufficient employment 
for her 800,000 troops, in watching 
and repressing the outbreaks which 
fetes, and shows, and reviews, 
“wars and rumors of wars,” cannot, 
in her other millions of population, 
prevent. 

Austria and Prussia would not 
hold out a week against an inva- 
sion of Russian barbarism; and 
the miserable and debauched des- 
potisms of Sweden and Norway, 
are semi-barbarous, already. 


Permanence of Rome 


At the first shock of a simultan- 
eous internal and external attack, 
the governments of Extra-Russian 
Europe would fall—like girdled 
trees before the November storm. 
They are dead, already, and with- 
ered. And civilization would per- 
ish with them were they its stay. 
Besides the Pope, therefore, there 
is no defender of European civil- 
ization. And we think that the 
Pope will defend it. Civilization 
may perish, to be sure, and leave 
Rome among barbarians, as it did 
once before. The permanence of 
its existence is not guaranteed by 
the promises of Christ. But we 


| Fight the Disease 


Instead of Its 
Symptoms 


N all sides we are hearing that 
our country, and every other 
country in the world for. that mat- 
ter, needs leadership. Leadership 
in the financial or economic world 
is not our greatest need. Our 
country is woefully ill spiritually, 
and the treatment of its symptoms 
is costing a huge amount of money. 
The treatment of symptoms never 
does lasting good. It is necessary 
to get at the root of the trouble 
and if possible, to cure it. When 
the cause is cured, the symptoms 
are cured with it. 

Catholic leaders have been teach- 
ing, for the last one hundred years 
with George Washington, that 
morality cannot exist, except in 
isolated cases, without religion; 
that religion is not something that 
ean be “tacked on” a person after 
his whole educational experience 
will have been secular, 

Of course, the Catholie Church 
has not been alone in defending 
this theory, but she alone has 
striven to put it into practice, One 
of the great needs of our age is 
the practical application of sound 
theories, which abound. 


It would be possible for us to 
quote, week after week, some writ- 
er or educator, or sociologist, who 
gives utterance to-a sane irrefut- 
able theory, but the effect of its 
utterance is like the firing off of a 
skyrocket. It makes no greater 
impression, because its sponsor has 
no power to reduce it to practice. 


During this summer numerous 
conventions were held of religious 
organizations and otherwise, where 
resolutions, studiously prepared 
were adopted. The personnel 
of the Committee on Resolutions 
was praised, for their excellent 
ideals, but the resolutions will be 
soon forgotten, for the most part, 
until the same organization meets 
one year hence. 


A work has recently been pub- 
lished by Walter Scott Athearn, 
President of Butler University, 
Indianapolis, entitled: “The Minis- 
ter and the Teacher,” in which he 
indicts the Protestant ehurches and 
the educational system of the 
United States for failing to reach 
the cause of crime, immorality, 
disrespect for law, etc. 

He writes, for instance: 

“The American Protestant church 
should be convicted of the fearful 
sin of spiritual neglect of children 
and youth. A church which cannot 
save its own children can never 
save the world.” 

Unless society can build an effec- 
tive system of religious education 
to match its system of secular 
schools, Dr. Athearn writes, “our 
nation will crumble just as cer- 
tainly as old Greece and Rome, and 
for the same reasons.” 

“The American people,” he con- 
tinued, “are becoming aroused; 
wise and far-seeing leaders in all 
religious bodies are calling the 
people to a great crusade in the 
interest of moral and religious edu- 
cation,” 


The church, in Dr. Athearn’s 
opinion, “has not taken its edu- 
cational task seriously. 

“Its leaders have not been pro- 
vided with resources to teach ethics

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APOLOGETICAL ORATIONS

IS ONE RELIGION AS GOOD AS 
ANOTHER? 


The fourth of a series of splendid 
papers prepared by Kansas 
Parochial High School 
Students.

To the easily satisfied man who 
says one religion is as good as an- 
other and to the serious seeker af- 
ter truth who asks: “Is one religion 
as good as another?” let me put 
this question: “Why did God, con- 
cerned from all eternity for the 
salvation of souls, send His divine 
Son to Earth? Why did that Son 
spend thirty-three years of His life 
on earth, teaching by His humility 
and preaching, by His very Pres- 
ence, if not to found His Church 
and to preserve to mankind the 
living truth for all time? Christ 
said to His apostles: “Going there- 
fore, preach the Gospel to the 
whole world, teaching them what- 
soever I have commanded you.” 
Furthermore, He promised to be 
with His Church till the end of the 
world, 


All Christians admit this—that 


Christ founded a church. But, 
which is this Church? Where is 


» that truth for which a God gave 


up His life? For, once known, no 
Christian should be so inconsistent 
as to declare that another religion 
is as good as the one founded by 
the God of Truth Himself. Can we 
pick out this Church in the maze 
of sects that crowd the world? If, 
as the dissenters say, She fell into 
error, Christ failed in His promise 
and all Christianity is a sham. Let 
us look at this Church founded by 
Christ. What are her marks? 
Christ’s Church must have the 
truth. While all sects admit: that 
they may have a modicum of truth, 


only one Church, the Catholic 
Church, can claim to have all truth. 
And that Church only provides the 
means of preserving that truth, un- 
defiled, from generation to gener- 
ation. 

It was Christ’s intention to 
found only one church for He says: 
“There shall be one fold and one 
shepherd”. Nothing, therefore, can 
be farther from the intention of 
Christ than a plurality of folds and 
shepherds. Again, but one Church 
can claim this perfect unity which 
is at once a proof of her truth and 
of the divinity of her founder. 
Christ chose but one foundation; to 
only one did He give the keys of 
His Kingdom; to one only did He 
commit His flock. Hence He recog- 
nizes but one edifice, one kingdom, 
one flock, one Church, as His own. 

As we see man struggle today in 
the throes of religious division and 
religious disunion, we can have no 
shadow of doubt as to our Lord’s 
intention. Christ came to teach the 
whole world, and to teach the 
truth; and truth is essentially one. 
Christ’s last prayer was that this 
unity might always subsist. In the 
solemn hour preceding His bitter 
passion, He foresaw the disunion 
that was to follow. He foresaw to- 
day, and He begged His Eternal 
Father: “Father, keep them in My 
name—that they may be one, ‘as 
We also are one.” 

That Church which had a holy 
founder, that Church which has al- 
ways taught a holy doctrine and 
has led her followers by the tens 
of millions to sanctity, be they in 
the hovels of the poor, or on the 
thrones of monarchs, that Church 
which supports her holiness by mir- 
acles and prophecies is the only 
Church that can trace through an 
unbroken line her succession from 
the Apostles, from Christ. And it 
is the same gigantic Church which 
stretches her arms out over an en- 
tire world and embraces all nation-

We look now from the marks to 
the living fact — the Catholic 
Church—and I ask you: “Is one re- 
ligion better than another?” Can 
any other Church give you unity of 
dogma and sacrifice? Can any 


other Church assure you that she 


has today that holy doctrine which 
Christ promised to “be with all 
days”? Can any other church, I 
ask you, speak today with the liv- 
ing, infallible voice of the Catholic 
Church ? 

One church gives me the assur- 
ance of truth. Shall I prefer an- 
other? One church gives me the 
peace of conscience attendant upon 
infallible guidance. Shall I choose 
another? One church, and one 
church only, gives me a safe harbor 
in a storm-tossed world where 
greater minds than mine have been 
ship-wrecked. Is one religion as 
good as another? 

Christ has put an indelible mark 
upon that Church and today she is 
visible to all, that Church which in 
the words of her enemy—‘Shall 
still exist in undiminished vigor 
when some traveller from New Zea- 
land shall take his stand on a brok- 
en arch of London bridge to sketch 
the ruins of St. Paul’s”. The two 
thousand years stability that stand 
‘behind the Catholic Church are the 
triumph of that promise: “Upon 
this rock I shall build My Church 
and the gates of Hell shall not pre- 
vail against her”. 


Printing, the Vindication 
of the Medieval Church

ing was introduced into 935 new 
places, so that prior to 1521 books 
were being printed at no less than 
865 different places. From 1445 to 
1520 more than 2,424 printing 
offices had been established, operat- 
ing more than 7,269 presses and 
employing more than 10,819 work- 
ers. 

We count among the printers 
and publishers 56 secular priests, 
15 ecclesiastics in minor Orders, 14 
monks and friars, who are known 
by name besides about 180 or 200 
whose names are not known. Print- 
ing presses were operated in 54 
monasteries and two nunneries. 
Three and one-half percent of all 
books printed prior to 1501 were 
printed by ecclesiastical printers: 
priests, clerics, monks, nuns. Thirty- 
one percent of the proof-readers 
whose names have come down to 
us were members of the clergy, 
namely, 1 archbishop, 10 bishops, 
27 eanons, 1 archpriest, 2 arch- 
deacons, 1 deacon, 1 protonotary 
apostolic, 1 auditor apostolic, 1 
papal superintendent, 2 clerics, 2 
papal lawyers, 1 episcopal secre- 
tary, 43 secular priests, and 144 
monks and friars. 

Twenty-six percent of the finan- 
ciers of printers who are known by 
name were likewise members of the 
clergy: 2 popes, 2 cardinals, 4 
archbishops, 10 bishops, 6 canons, 
2 episcopal secretaries, 1 cleric in 
minor Orders, 23 secular priests, 
and 26 monks and friars. Besides 
a number of bishops and cardinals 
called printers to their cities, 
where they aided them financially 
without properly financing their 
work. The first copy-right ever 
granted a printer was granted by 
Bishop Gross of Bamberg in 1490; 
this bishop had been a temporal 
ruler within his diocese. Pope Leo 
X even imposed excommunication 
on infringement of a certain print- 
er’s copy-right. 

This array of facts proves be- 
yond a shadow of doubt that there 
was not any opposition found in 
the Church against the press.

mysteries, and proclaiming every- 
where the grandeur and merits of 
the Blessed Virgin. 


So wonderfully did he succeed 
that in a few years he had brought 
back to the bosom of the Church 
over an hundred thousand persons; 
and this number was so increased 
before his death that his biograph- 
ers tell us that he brought over five 
millions to the service of God (Gof- 
fine, p. 442). 


Thenceforth the Rosary took its 
place among the greatest devotions 
approved of by the church. It has 
ever been the favorite devotion of 
the rich and the poor, of the learn- 
ed and the ignorant, of the exalted 
and the lowly, of the Popes of 
Rome and the simple Catholics on 
the coast of Africa. Innumerable 
miracles have been wrought 
through its agency, powerful 
means for the conversion of sin- 
ners, and of those who do not pos- 
sess the gift of faith. The Popes 
of different centuries have richly 
endowed it with indulgences; and, 
as if to crown all that preceding 
Pontiffs had done, our late Holy 
Father Pope Leo XIII wrote an 
encyclical letter, some few years 
ago, to the faithful at large com- 
mending in the warmest terms this 
devotion to them, and praying that 
it may be recited daily in all our 
churches during the month of 
October. 


It has been the distinguished 
mark of the saints of God from St. 
Dominic down to the present time. 
It is recited daily in every convent 
and monastery and in almost every 
Catholic family; and now, every 
Catholic striving to live up to the 
laws of his Church, and who loves 
to honor Mary—the Mother of God 
—carries with him, wheresoever 
he goes, the Rosary of Our Bless- 
ed Lady. 


Many who do not belong to the 
Faith call this a superstition, and 
laugh at us in derision. And why? 
Simply because they do not under- 
stand the Rosary. They have never 
learned how beautifully it places 
the whole life of our Divine Savior 
and His Blessed Mother before us 
for our contemplation and consola- 
tion. Unfortunately, too, some- 
times our good Catholics, while 
understanding and practicing this 
august devotion, are not well able 
to explain it to others. Hence the 
beauty and instructiveness of the 
Rosary remains hidden from many, 
who, if it were properly set before 
them, would love it as a means of 
tender .piety, which would bring 
them nearer to God.

David Goldstein Tells 
of Experiences as Lay 
‘Apologist of Street’ 


Washington.—Over 1,000 persons 
assembled on the campus of the 
Catholic University of America re- 
cently to listen to David Goldstein, 
noted Catholic lay speaker and 
apologist, open his series of ad- 
dresses in the Capital City and vic- 
inity, which is being given under 
the auspices of the Catholic Evi- 
dence Guild of Washington. The 
present series of nation-wide tours 
is being sponsored by the Catholic 
Daughters of America. 


The audience comprised many 
seminarians, religious, and profes- 
sors of the Catholic University. 
Mr. Goldstein’s subject was “The 
Story of Carrying the Catholic 
Message to the Man in the Street,” 
a resume of his experiences in the 
course of his recent tour of the 
country. 


Mr. Goldstein, who spoke from 
his special broadcast car, decorated 
in the papal colors, was introduced 
by his associate, Theodore H. Dor- 
sey, of Baltimore, a convert and, 
before his entrance into the Cath- 
olic Church, a student in a Protes- 
tant-Episcopal Seminary. 

Mr. Goldstein, a convert from 
Judaism, and formerly a Socialist 
leader, told how, in 1916, under the 
patronage of His Eminence Wil- 
liam Cardinal O’Connell, Archbis- 
hop of Boston, and with the assist- 
ance of the late Mrs. Martha Moore 
Avery, also a former Socialist, he 
organized the Catholic Truth Guild 
of Boston, the lay apostolate to the 
man in the street. For 15 years, 
he said, the guild traveled in and

Knows how to baptize in case of necessity. He takes plain water, which may be 
warmed, and pours it on the forehead of the child, saying as he pours, “I baptize 
you in the Name of the Father and of the Son and of the Holy Ghost.”

Mexico City—Despite the fact 
that the National Juridical Con- 
gress, called by the Bar Associa- 


tion of Mexico to inquire into the 
genesis, antecedents and sources of 
the Constitution of 1917, decided 
to ban discussion of the religious 
question in order to satisfy certain 
political elements, the delegates 
heard one speaker denounce Com- 
munism and declare that Christian- 
ity held the only hope for their 
country’s salvation. 


The speaker was Antonio Diaz 
Soto y Gama, himself a revolution- 
ist and follower of Zapata, great 
agrarian revolutionary leader. 
Senor Soto y Gama is a non- 
Catholic. 

Before an audience that filled to 
overflowing the auditorium of the 
Preparatory School, Senor Soto y 
Gama repudiated communism as 
the most dangerous enemy of the 
Mexican Revolution. 


Defends Revolution 


“T come before you to defend the 
Mexican Revolution,” he said. “lI 
come to defend our Revolution, 
modest though it is but yet adapt- 
ed to our realities, against the Rus- 
sian Revolution which is altogether 
foreign to Mexico and exotic,

Ft. Dearborn Catholic 
Indian Hero’s Grave Is 
Rededicated At Rites 


Chicago.—Under the auspices of 
the Grand Council Fire of Ameri- 
can Indians, the grave of Alexan- 
der Robinson, Catholic Indian, sav- 
iour of the whites after the mas- 
sacre of Fort Dearborn and a pro- 
minent figure in the defeat of the 
British in 1812, has been restored 
and rededicated at ceremonies at- 
tended by some 300 people, includ- 
ing several Indians in full regalia. 

The grave is located in a rem- 
nant of a tract of land which a 
grateful government gave to the 
Indian chief, who not only persuad- 
ed the Fort Dearborn raiders to 
spare their prisoners, but later in- 
duced thém to renounce their 
pledges to the British and to es- 
pouse the American cause. 

For this and other services, Rob- 
inson first was given a. tract of 
land comprising the greater part 
of the present city of Chicago. 
Later he turned the land back, say- 
ing that it was too much, and ac- 
cepted instead a much smaller tract 
in the vicinity of the Des Plaines 
River—-where Lawrence Avenue 
now is located. 

A granddaughter of Robinson 
provided a monument for the chief 
some years ago, but through neg- 
lect, the grave was trampled, the 
protecting fence torn up and the 
stone stolen by some vandal.

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That the Catholic Church offers the greatest guar- 
antee to stability of government has been recognized by 
a great many non-Catholic philosophers and statesmen. 
Their conclusions are reached, in the case of the former, 
by sane thinking and, in the case of the latter, by ob- 
servation. 

Teaching, as she does, that duly constituted author- 
ity should be recognized and obeyed, that it is wrong for 
either individuals or governments to confiscate private 
property legitimately procured and possessed, that radi- 
calism is usually opposed to the sacred rights of both 
God and man, her influence must make for a stable 
state of society. 

Against these claims it is common for us to read in 
magazine articles and in the literature of enemies of the 
Catholic Church that facts offer stronger evidence than 
theories, and that the recent persecution of the Catholic 
Church in such countries as Spain and Mexico, .and 
years ago in England and Germany, prove that the in- 
fluence of the Catholic Church is. not beneficial. The 
answer to such charges of the enemy is that the perse- 
cution did not proceed from any opposition to the good 
influence of the Catholic Church, .but from machina- 
‘tions of enemies of society and good government, or 
from the unfounded fears born of fanatical prejudices. 

It is quite generally agreed among those who know 
that much of the present-day opposition to the Catholic 
religion and especially in Latin or so-called Catholic 
countries, is provoked by Moscow, whence it engineered 
a real drive against religion generally and against the 
God Whom all religions worship. A German writer, 
quoted in the Literary Digest recently, pointed out the 
source of the late anti-religious campaign in Spain: “In 
Moscow atheist books and magazines are printed in 
forty-eight languages and distributed throughout the 
world. 

“What are the results of this propaganda? We have 
only to recall the terrible attacks on Spanish churches 
and monasteries instigated by Moscow, and the decree 
issued against the Spanish Jesuits last January. For in 
no other country had the Jesuits penetrated the cultural 
life, and especially the schools, to such an extent as they 
had in Spain. 

“The Spanish Jesuits had performed great ser- 
vices in the form of charitable work. A charity run by 
Madrid Jesuits had distributed three hundred thousand 
articles of apparel and a million pounds of food to the 
poor. Their reward for this beneficence was exile from 
Spain.” 

The same influence has been at work in Mexico 
while an indifferent world looks on without protest, not 
realizing that enemies of all religion aim their first darts 
at the Catholic Church, knowing that other Christian 
religons, by whatever name, will suffer even more than 
the Catholic if the influence of the latter were destroyed. 
Communism would be in control in Austria, in Hungary, 
in Poland, and in several other European states were it 
not for Catholic opposition to the same.

day, it will introduce only a tran- 
sition-state. The anarchy it will 
usher in, is a thing too violent to 
endure long. There will be burn- 
ings and throat-cuttings, thefts, 
sacrileges, tmmumerable. Colleges, 
libraries, works of art, will be de- 


stroyed, as under the Roman Re- 
public; but a reaction will come, 
and a remnant of ctyilization (ow- 
mg to the shortness of the detir- 
ium) will be saved as by fire. 

On the other hand, if Russia 
sweeps before her the tottering 
governments of Europe, and real- 
izes her imperial dream of univer- 
sal European dominion, she will 
find that the contest is not ended 
with the demolition of the civil 
regimes. 

Her claims to spiritual sover- 
eignty would arouse against her 
ithe only real power of Europe, the 
Papacy, the basis of whose influ- 
ence is the conscience of the peo- 
ple. Then the real struggle between 
civilization and barbarism would 
commence. All preliminary _con- 
tests resulting in the annihilation 
of the present dynasties of Furope 
and the destruction of Red Repub- 
licanism, being ended, systematic 
barbarism would array itself 
against the stay of civilization— 
the Rock of Peter. 

Who doubts where would be the 
victory? Apart from the solemn 
declaration of Christ, that, against 
that Rock the “gates of Hell sha}l 
not prevail,” who doubts but the 
power which triumphed amid seas 
of blood over imperial Rome, and 
led captive the Vandal, the Goth, 
and the Hun, even the pride of vic- 
tory, will subdue the fierce and 
crafty Russian, and carry him cap- 
tive in the paths of faith, and vir- 
tue, and peace, and civilization?

NEW YORK, N. Y.—The Most 
ev. A. J. Wilinger, C.SS.R., Bishop 
of Ponce, P. R., who is in New 
York at present in connection with 
the work of the Catholic Porto 
Rican Child Welfare Association, 
has issued a nation-wide appeal for 
funds to aid the children suffering 
as a result of the hurricane that 
swept the Island on September 26.

Is the door open for me to 
take membership in the Cath- 
olic Church? I am a mem- 
ber of the American Socialist 
party. I accept “natural 
sélection” in biology and ad- 
vocate a moderate Marxism 
im economics. 


There is no reason why 
you should hesitate to take up 
the study of Catholic dogma 
with a view to entering the 
Church. The American Soc- 
ialist party is not now the in- 
transigent Marxist party of 
former days. And you may 
believe in a factor of “natural 
selection” in the evolution of 
the human body without dis- 
qualifying yourself for mem- 
bership in the Church, as long 
4s you concede that Man be- 
came Man at some point in 
his evolution through being 
endowed with a rational soul. 
This immortal soul separated 
Man essentially from the 
animals, although he yet has 
an animal-like body. It is like- 
ly that your Socialist fervor 
will decline as you learn more 
about the Catholic Church. 


What is the rule, according 
to which one may judge a 
measure of Marxian econo- 
mics as un-Catholic or, on the 
other hand, not incompatible 
with Catholic doctrine? 

As long as one concedes the 
principle of the right of pri- 
vate property, he is at liberty 
to impose limitations upon its 
application according to his 
view of what is good for the 
community. Man has the right 
to possess private property. 
This is not the same as to 
say that everything must. be 
privately owned. Indeed, the 
present Pope, Pius XI, has 
stated that public ownership 
is indicated as the require- 
ment in the case of public- 
utility corporations which, if 
left in private hands, have a 
tendency to become a menace 
to the commonweal. As long 
as you conserve the right of 
private property, you May ex- 
tend public ownership. very 
far. There is no actual hmit 
short of the expunging of 
private property (as far as 
the principle goes); and it is 
a question of expediency, of 
course, just how far public 
ownership should be extended 
to meet particular social exi- 
gencies. 


Is there any ground on 
which the Catholic principle 
could find reconciliation with 
Communism ? 

Not unless a people volun-

come an issue as long as its 
present atheistic leadership 
is in control of the Commun- 
ist parties in all. countries. 
Yet, it is conceivable; and 
ownership in common of pro- 
perty in itself can be harmon- 
ized with the Catholic prin- 
ciple, since it is practiced by 
the Religous Orders of the 
Church. In any event, there 
must be no attempt to force 
a regime of communism upon 
private owners who are not 
in some manner exploiters of 
the labor of other men. 


As a Socialist I do not ac- 
cept economic determinism as 
the sole factor in history, but 
only as one of the large fac- 
tors. 


You might even regard 
economic determinism as the 
leading factor without dis- 
qualifying yourself for mem- 
bership in the Church, al- 
though we personally doubt 
that it is. 


With Protestantism dying 
out, I find among Socialists 
an increasing demand for a 
spiritual field. This question 
becomes daily more para- 
mount. Materialism has 
brought America to its pre- 
sent sad condition. 


Socialists certainly showed 
themselves very short-sighted 
in taking as the basis of their 
political philosophy that very 
materialism which is the prin- 
ciple of bourgeois-Protestant 
Capitalism and the root of 
most of the injustices inflict- 
ed upon the laboring masses. 
Perhaps they were “fighting 
fire with fire,” as _ they 
thought; but, only by the as- 
sertion of the primacy of the 


spiritual, can materialism be 
overthrown. That it is not 
necessary to be a materialist 


Ito find justification for ali 


thoroughgoing revolutionary 
attitude, is proved on every 
side. Pope Pius XI., in his 
encyclical letter Quadragesi- 
mo Anno, declares that there 
must be a complete overhaul- 
ing of the present economic 
and social structure. In his 
attitude toward the status 
quo no man was more revolu- 
tionary than William Blake, 
yet this attitude was ground- 
ed in an uncompromising as- 
sertion of the primacy of the 
spiritual. Men, because made 
in the “image and likeness of 
God,” are invested with 
rights. Precisely because of 
this peculiar dignity which 
Man enjoys, it is wrong to 
oppress the poor in any man- 
ner or, indeed, any human 
being.

The magazine Time, once em- 
broiled with Father Walsh on the 
question of Russian conditions, has 
again published a statement to 
which strenuous objection is being 
made. Discussing the recent trou- 
ble in Malta, an article declared 
that the Nationalists opposing 
Premier Strickland and the Consti- 
tutional Party are seeking a “tem- 
poral as well as a spiritual union 
with the fold of Rome.” Inasmuch 


jas the entire Maltese population 


is entirely Catholic, the members 
of the National party are connect- 
ed with the Catholic church. An 
authorative spokesman states that 
Maltese Nationalism aims at peace- 
ful development of Malta within 
the British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions. The article in Time also re- 
ferred to “Malta’s Italian Bishops”. 
Of this statement Mr. Arrigo, su- 
perintendent of the Immigration 
of Malta says: “Reference in the 
American magazine article to the 
Bishops of Malta being Italian is 
false and unfounded. Both the Bis- 
hop of Malta and the Bishop of 
Gozo are Maltese. It is altogether 
superfluous to demonstrate the ab- 
surdity of the statement that Mal- 
tese Nationalists aspire to sub- 
jection of Malta to the temporal 
power of Rome. If by Rome is 
meant the Church and the spiritual 
supremacy of the Pope, Malta was 
never severed from it. If Rome is 
taken as a symbol of culture and 
civilization, the same explanation 
holds good, but if by Rome is 
meant, as is probably the case, the 
Italian State, the clear answer is 
that no such ideal is harbored by 
the Nationalist Maltese Party.” 


The Rev. Doctor Corrigan de- 
elared last Sunday in his talk in 
the Catholic Hour broadcast that 
the five hour day is the only prac- 
tical means of so spreading em- 
ployment that a larger number of 
people may partake of the fruits 
of industry, and human beings 
thus compete with modern labor 
saving devices. While an employer 
feels that he has not only the right 
but the economic duty to care for 
and protect an idle machine, his 
duty towards those who are em- 
ployed ceases when their services 
are no longer required. Dr. Corri- 
gan declares that emergency re- 
lief will be the immediate need of 
the coming winter, but “if unem- 
ployment is not to become a per- 
manent problem aggravated more 
and more as machine processes are 
multiplied, industry must face the 
dilemma of shorter hours to em- 
ploy all or heavier taxes to ysup- 
port the workless.” 

Few children can claim the zeal 
for education displayed by Donald 
O’Reilly of Chicago. When the stu- 
dents of Resurrection school on the 
west side lined up to enter their 
classes, the teachers were sur- 
prised to find Donald, age two, in 
line with the rest, carrying a copy 
of Bacon’s Essays from his father’s 
library. The lad’s identity was 
learned through the book plate in 
the volume and he was sent home 
under the care of an older pupil 
after his abortive attempt to woo 
Lady Education. 


Judge McElory of Dublin recent- 
ly denounced two members of a 
band of Orangemen brought to 
trial before him for tearing down 
the cross from a. convent and 
trampling it in the mire. They had 
been arrested in a riot and were 
sentenced to a month’s imprison- 
ment. The judge declared that the 
cross was an emblem of their com- 
mon religion and that he was un- 
able to understand how anyone 
with Christian feeling could do the 
act of which they. were accused. 
It should not be forgotten, how- 
ever, that objection to the cross in 
Ireland is not confined to the mob 
element. Its presence in some Pro- 
testant churches is a frequent 
cause of disputes at Protestant 


synods. 
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James E. McDermott, a Maryknoll 
priest and a native of Worcester, 
Mass., discovered an American wo- 
man, married to a Chinese, who has 
been living in South China for the 
past fourteen years. In all that 
time Father McDermott is the only 
white man she has seen. She is in 
charge of an orphanage which she 
opened and to which she has de- 
voted herself with self-sacrificing 
zeal. Although the orphanage is 
only a few months old, this Ame- 
rican woman has already baptized 


some two hundred abandoned 
babies. 


More people are returning to 
Ireland than are leaving it to make 
their homes in another country, ac- 
cording to a report of the Irish 
Trade Journal, This shows a re- 
versal of a tendency of some years 
ago and has taken place within the 
last five years. The first six 
months of this year the total num- 
ber of those returning to Ireland 
is almost three times as many as 
those who returned last year. 


While the sugar corporations of 
Puerto Rico were able to report 
a surplus of over three million dol- 
lars after dividends, interest and 
depreciation had been taken into 
consideration, Governor James R. 
Beverly, nevertheless proposed 
birth control as an economic mea- 
sure in his official report to the 
President of the United States. The 
pay of the workers in the sugar 
corporations still remains between 
forty cents and a dollar a day.

London.—New facts concerning 
an American nun who, noted musi- 
cians said, had “the most beautiful 
voice in the world,” have been re- 
ceived here from the Sisters of the 
Visitation of Mount de Chantal, 
Wheeling, W. Va., the community 
in which the famous nun, Sister 
Mary Agnes Gubert, lived.

A CONVERT’S IMPRESSION OF 
THE CHURCH 


T is now almost two years simce 

my seul was fed at the altar for 
the first time with the sacred Body 
of Our Lord. In those two years 
I have lived more intensely than 
m all the years that went before. 

When I was a child, I was 
taught to shun all persons and 
things that were Catholic; by the 
example of my parents and rela- 
tives I was led to hate everything 
pertaining to Catholicism, and to 
look down on those of my play- 
mates who were of that faith. Most 
Protestants are sincere im their be- 
lief of the impiety of the Catholic 
Church; but they make the mistake 
of accepting only what is told them 
by prejudiced persons. They do 
not make a personal investigation. 

I did—thank Ged! By talking 
with Catholics, by attending 
Masses, by reading Catholic liter- 
ature, I became convinced that the 
beginning and end of all things 
spiritual on earth lay within, and 
were controlled by, the Catholic 
Church. It is the only reasonable 
conclusion that can be drawn from 
a summary of the true facts. 

There have been times since 
then, when I have doubted, times 
when I have forgotten, the teach- 
ings of Holy Mother Church, and 
allowed myself to fall into the old 
slip-shod and unsound paths of liv- 
ing. But as one day follows an- 
other I find myself more and more 
able to thank God fer the good 
things, and to pray to Him im 
times of stress.

My whole soul would have 
cried out, cursing God, heaping 
abuse on His creeds and His com- 
mandments, reviling the unfairness 
of hamankind. I could not have 
known that what seems to be the 
injustice of man is merely the jus- 
tice of God. 

Why has the Catholic Church 
changed my attitude? Because it 
teaches, as no other church can or 
will teach, that most effective of 
all lessons—the beautiful tragedy

lof the Passion of Christ. How 
‘many, many times have I been able 
‘to endure the pain of unrelenting 
‘oppression by shutting my eyes and 
seeing my Saviour bearing the aw- 
‘ful burden of the Cross of His Cru- 
eifixion! Never, as a Protestant, 
could I have felt from the depths 
ef my heart that a burden of pam 
is the greatest blessmge God can 
eonfer upon one of His creatures, 
or that these who are all too often 
reviled by man may be the purest 
in His sight. 

In “De Profundis”, Osear Wilde 
writes that “Serrow is the greatest 
emotion. . . at the birth of a child 
or a star, there is pam.” That is 
as it should be, as Ged wills it to 
be. We are serving the sentence 
which was passed upon our first 
parents, a sentence which man will 
continue to serve until the destruc- 
tion of the world. And m order 
that we might not despair of this 
eternal burden, or fall beneath the 
weight of it, God gives us, through 
the Sacraments of the Catholic 
Church, that spiritual nourishment 
without which even a small mea- 
sure of true happimess is Impos- 
sible. 

Non-Cathelics’ laugh scornfually 
when [ try to explain to them how 
I can be happiest when suffering. 
It will net be hard for Catholics 
to understand my attitude teward 
suffering. We of the faith live 
under a common bond of humility 
and prayer, of sacrifice, penance, 
and absolute obedience to the Div- 
ine Will. Is it any wonder, then, 
that we rejoice at pain? We know 
that it is a blessing that will purge 
us of our natural faults, and bring 
us to our knees before the altar 
of Christ. 

As I raise my eyes to that altar, 
I see, hanging there in the di 
light, a cross; and fastened to that 
cross by cruel nails driven mto the 
hving flesh, the body of a man. I 
hear the words of anguish which 
burst ferth frem bloodless Hps, 
when the spirit fails and the whole 
pent-up force of a noble mind cries 
out: “My God, my God, why hast 
Thou forsaken Me?” O Hely Man! 
How insignificant is my suffering 
compared to yours!

— Enrollment in 
schools and aca- 
demies in the United States in- 
creased from 129,858 in 1920 to 
241,869 in 1930, or 86.3 per cent 
in the decade, according to statis- 
tics released recently by the De- 


partment of Education of the Na-
